REMARKS 

Claims 1 and 2 have been cancelled. The claims remaining in the 
application are 3-6. 


Double Patenting 

The Examiner has provisionally rejected claims 1 and 2 under 35 
U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as that of claims 87 and 88 of 
copending Serial No. 10/662,208. This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

Claims 1 and 2 have been cancelled from the present application. 

The Examiner has provisionally rejected claims 3 and 4 under the 
judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being 
unpatentable over claim 88 of copending Serial No. 10/662,208 in view of claims 
45 and 46 of U.S. Patent No. 6,755,532. This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

Terminal Disclaimers for Serial No. 10/662,208 and for U.S. 
Patent No. 6,755,532 are enclosed herewith.
